Many Withdrawals and Surprises 
— Nightstick Gives Backers 
a Scare. . 



BOWIE, M«l., NovfiiilM-r 1<5.— Most iiiifavorablp 
wputlier and tniok conditions i>r*‘vailed at tlio Bowio 
track to<lay. However, tlie faithful turned out in 
Xoodly nuuil>ers to witness racing run in constant 
rain and a track fetlock deei» In mud, necessitating 
man.v withdrawals. 

Tlie program was an onlinar.v one, witii tlie fourth 
ra<-e tlie most iironiiuent. The jaior start, how- 
ever, in which Ballet Dancer II. was as giaal as 
left, and the running out of tterina in tlie first 
quarter robbed the nice of much interest, it result- 
ing ill a priH'essioii throughout, with E. .Musaiite’s 
My Dear winning in a canter from Uubidiiini, which 
lalion'd in the going. Ballet Dancer 11. went after 
his flpisineiits and, due to Elected II. tiring and 
Oernia running to the outside fence, had no diffi- 
culty in getting third iiioney. 

I*. T. (Miinn’s Nightstick, favorite for the third 
race, gave his hackers a scan- when he wad seen 
to tire in the last hundred yards and just lasted 
to get the decision from Summer Sigh by three- 
quarters of a length. The latter came from the 
rear with a strong rush and was going fastest at 
the end, while The Decision, which had followed 
the leaders closely from the start, tired badly in 
the stretch drive. , 

The Dosorls Stable’s Sobrlgnde proved to be the 
best mudlark of the mediocre band that met in the 
first race. He was away well and. in a fighting 
.finish, sat «p to win by .*i neck from Fluff, which 
'was a 'keen contender all the way. Tingling suf- 
fered from a slow start, but made up ground into a 
fast going third. Bustler, the favorite, was away 
slowly and always outpaced. Wild Thoughts, run- 
ning forwardly from the start, appeared the winner 
entering the stretch, but suddenly quit, as did My 
Friend Pat. the early pacemaker. 

Another close finish came in the second race 
wlien J. W. Mcrielland’s Light Hose came from 
behind the pacemakers at the head of the stretch 
and drew clear to win by a neck in the final 
strides. Blue Belle displayeil gisid spe<*d and hung 
on gamely, though tiring in the deep going. I’olythia 
ran well, but found lift iKiunds a trifle too much 
under the changed track conditions. She, however 
gamely outlasted Lady Granite for third place. 

Who Cares found the going' to his liking and 
led all the way in the fifth race, but was forced 
to do his liest to outlast Sam Ixiiiis’ Pocatello. 

The sixth race was Hello Pardner’s all the wa.v 
with American Boy second, after closing an im 
niense gap 

Mountain Bose II. and Coiirlis were almost equal 
favorites in the closing dash, Which was won by 
the former after a meritorious iH*rfoiuiunce. He 
was outpaced in the early running, but worked his 
way up on the outside and overtaking the leaders 
entering the stretch, drew away to a safe lead in 
the last eighth. 

H. Miller's engagements are being 
made by W. P. Bice. 

W. IKi.vle, who officiated as patnd judge on tin 
metroiaditan tracks, has entered the matrimonial 
field, his bride . lieing one of Baltimore’s fairest 
daugliters.

LOUISVILLE TO WINTER MANY HORSES 



LOUISVILLE. Ky.. Xoveni her . 1ft.— There will be 
no scarcity of thoroughbreds here all winter as 
stable room has been reserved at Churchill Downs 
and Douglas Park for a couple of hundred horses, 
including those of W. V. Thraves. in charge of 
trainer Ka.v ISpace; Montfort Jones, under care of 
F. Gallor; I)aii I.ehan, B. .1. Brannon. George J. 
lawig. John E. Madden. .Ahern & Boyle, F. J. Kelley, 
Dick BriKiks ami iiiiiiiei'oiis others. 

Most of these horses will remain at Cliiirchill 
Downs until the task of res<dliiig the track is 
iM'guii. when the.v will take temporary ipiarters at 
Douglas Park. The latter, eoiirse is even la-tter 
adapted for wintering liorses than the Downs 
Iwcunse of its large barns, wliieh enubic trainers 
to give their charges plenty of excreisc in all kinds 
of weather. 
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Fall racing in Kentucky came to tin end Saturda.v, Xoveinlier 13. with tlie conelusion of a most suc- 
cessful eleven-day meeting at Churchill Downs. A total of $134,970 was distributed in stakes and purses, 
the daily outlay amounting to $12,270. The racing was wholesome and interesting, attracting immense 
crowds to witness it. Form was fairl.v well observed, an equal number of first clioices and outsiders 
winning, altlioiigb in the case of the odds-on favorites only three were successful. 

H. P. Wliitne.v had only to win one race to place 
him at the head of the inoncy-wiuuiug owners of the 
meeting and Trystcr was the one to accomplish it 
in winning tiie Kentucky .Tockey Club Stakes. K. L. 

Baker was tlie most successful of the western own- 
ers. his horses accciiiitiiig for five races and

Madden and oilier promimMil turfmen have leased 
Uaklawn Park from Xovenilu'r lo to May Ui next 
on a co-operation basis and will winter their horses 
at this wcII-iipiMiinltsl course.

NEW VOBK, X. Y.. Xov. Hi.— The Jockey Chib 
has faced the issue of the Shilling case squarely 
and It is now settled that there will be no eoni- 
pronilse with the Maryland State Racing (Commis- 
sion and no relief for Carroll Shilling at Tliiirs- 
duy’s meeting The Jis-key Chib also places the 
Illume for the difference ladween the two bodies 
over Shilling on Coiniiiander Boss and his trainer. 
If. G. Beilwell. The latter has Is-en the prineipiil 
agitator and liis eiiiplo.ver and Shilling are con- 
sidered to have overaided in BcdwelPs tiaclly 

built effort to obtain a riding lieense for Shilling. 

When assistant sei-retary of The Jocke.v Chib 

Algernon Daiiigerfield, went to Bowie, on Satiir- 

da.v lust, he earrieil the fidlowing letter for the 
muiiugenient of that organisation, w'hieli had a 
direct la-uriiig on the case of jockey Sliilling. to 
whom a license had been granted by tlie Maryland 
Racing Commission: 

“New York. X. Y'., Xov. 12. 192ft. 
“Soittliern Maryland .Vgridiiltiiral and Breeding 
Association, Bowie, Md. 

“(•entlemeii: 

"The stewards of The Jockey Club have consid- 
ered with great care and deliberation the <iuestion 
of the authority and rules and which. In its opin- 
ion. the racing at your course is to be conducted. 

“First — That your license to race emuntes solely 
from tlie Maryland State Racing Commission. 

“Second — That the Maryland State Racing (X>m- 
mission, at u conference with the stewards of The 
Jockey Club in New York, on Se]itembe» 1, In de- 
fault of having then the time or the opportunity 
to agree upon a definite and cximplete method of 
co-operation with other established tnrf authori- 
ties, agreed that in the absence of a set of defi - 
iiit«‘ rules and regulations prescribed for racing in 
Maryland by the Commission, the meeting of 1920 
should lie run under tli rules of The Jockey Club. 

“Third — That the Maryland Commissinn would 
apiMiint one of the presiding stew-ards at each of 
the meetings riinning under its licenses. 

“Fourth — That at some future time to be mutu- 
ally iigreetl nism n conference would be held be- 
tween the Miiryliind State Racing Commission anil 
Tlie Jockey Club iind a modus vivendi for the next 
racing season would be arrived at to tlie end that 
the gooil conduct and disTcipIiiie of the tnrf should 
be iiromuted. 

“The JiH-ke.v Club therefore feels, and is so ad- 
vised by its counsel, that its rules are actuall.v . in 
force in JIiirjTund by consent of the Maryland State 
Racing Cummissioii. 

“Fifth — That its rules cannot be changed, ex- 
cepting by the method prescribed In the rule 232. 
wlilcli calls for a certain time and proyediire, iiec- 
essaril.v Involving not less than three weeks, to ac- 
cunipHsh any siiecific change. 

‘•That in the absence of siicli eliange at the 
pre.sent time and until such eliange can be effected, 
tlie racing rules of The Jockey Club are In force at 
.voiir track. 

“Owners, trainers and jockeys’ attention is called 
through .roiir kind offices to rule 33.’’ 

Rule 33 of the Rules of Racing reads as follows: 
33a — If a horse runs at any unrecognized meeting 
he is disqualified for races to which these rules 
ujiply. 

(b) — Any person owning, triiiiiiiig or riding horses 
wliicii run at any unrecognized meeting is disquali- 
fied. as are also nil liorses owned l>y or in cliarge 
of any sucli iierson. 

(c) — An.v person acting in any official capacity 
at any unrecognized meeting may be disijiiiilified. 

MAJOR BELMONT’S STATEMENT. 

Major August Belmont, chairman of Tlie Jockey 
CTub. was asked if the hearing questeil by the 
Maryland Jockey Club on the Shilling case and 
which lias been set for tomorrow. Involved the re- 
opening of the 'matter. 

“No.” said Major Belmont. “That is not the 
way we understand it. It is a conference .wliicli 
Mr. Ross and the representatives of the Maryland 
State Racing Comnii.ssIuii have the privilege of 
attending. As long as you are asking me the 
question ijerhaps it would be as well to outline the 
situation so that the matter can be thoroughly 
iiiiderstood. 

“First as to Shilling. When tlie incident look 
place for wliicli he was suspended and his case 
referred lo The Jockey Club, he liad already cre- 
ated a feeling of mislrnst mid suspicion, that when 
be committed a definite broach of the rules, expos- 
ing himself to punisinueiit, the opimrtiinii.v was 
promptl.v seized to discipline him. The following 
spring he applied for a license and at frequent in- 
tervals since then he has askeil for the privilege 
of riding. Due consideration was always given, hut 
the stewards of The Jockey Club bave felt that it 
was for the tiest interests of racing that Khilling 
.siionld not ride again in races under its jurisdic- 
tion, thoiigli he was granted a license to train 
that he might make a liiiiig.” 

“It is the unwritten ciistoiii tlie world over,’’ 
resumed Major Belmont, “where reputable racing 
authorities exist, to recognize punishment meted 
out to owners, trainers and jockeys for infractions 
of the rules. A j<x-koy whose license has been 
refused, as in the case of Shilling, would not 
be considered in good standing by any of the con- 
tinental jockey clubs, nor in England, nor Australia, 
and it has never been the habit of turf authorities 
to sit in judgment on each other’s decisions. This 
mutual supijort has existed between the independent 
authorities iu racing in the United States, and 
Canada, also. 

“The action of the Maryland State Racing Com- 
mission, therefore, in granting Shilling ii license 
to ride was a i-egrettuble mistake, attribuatble to 
tlie organization’s being new to its duties and its 
members having permitted themselves to be misled 
by a prominent tnrfmun and trainer, whom they

Cortland, to<i, has 
scored otlier successes, the most imiKirtant of wliich 
is the 30.tK)0 francs Criterium de Maisons Ltiffitte. 

Only last winter wlieii visiting Mr. J. II. Ros- 
weter’s Wlkiup Rancho in California, wliere the 
evergreen* Disguise still holds sway, I was remark- 
ing on the certainty of the coming excellence of 
the daughters of Disguise as brood mares, for 
Disguise, tliough not particularly successful as the 
sire of weight-carrying long distance running horses,' 
is bred to be a success as a broixl mare sire.

It is also interesting to note that the versatile 
FreiU'li race mare Baclilyk carried American blood 
in her veins. Baclilyk is a (laughter of Pretty 
Polly’s Ascot ^ (}old Cup conqueror. Bachelor’s 
Button, from Scliulamite. by tlie Kentucky Derby- 
winner Plaudit. Schumalite was a stakes winner, 
both as a two and tliree-year-old in tiiis country, 
and was taken to France by Mr. C. H. Mackay, 
and has for a dam Response, by Longfellow, and 
is a member of the old stand-by family of GaU>- 
pade. 

In this country II. P. Whitney, the chief money- 
winning owner of 1920. owes much of his success to 
the Castleton Influence. Tryster, his unbeaten and 
acclaimed champion two-year-old of the year, is by- 
Peter Pan, a noted product of Castleton, as are 
Prudery. Panoply and Exodus, all big winners for 
Mr. Whitney.

trusted. I really do not blame tlie commission at 
all, for -we had niueb more than ample proof in 
0111 - conferences with them of a sincere desire to 
further the best interests of the turf. The blame 
rests solely upon Commander Ross and Mr. Bed- 
well. his trainer. I attach no merit to Mr. Ross’ 
eleventh -hour action in forbidding Sliiliing to ride 
under ills license. .\s a raring man he knew per- 
fectly wen it would nieiiii the overturning of The 
Jot'key Club’s ruling. He counted uimui the i-reduiit.v 
of the Maryland commission, but failed to foresee 
such lo.valty as the Maryland Jocke.r Club .and tlie 
sportsmen that surround it manifested. Mind .vou” 
— and at that point Major Belmont spoke "with 
additional emphasis. “I do not mean loyalty to The 
Jockey Club, altliougli I lim sure that that exists 
also, hut I mean loyalty to the interests of racing 
everywhere. It is fundamental that racing au- 
thorities stand together against what is undesirable 
and support each other in their exclusion of what 
they- consider as coming under that head. 

"It is the universal principle and practire ’’ said 
the chairman of The Jockey- Club in conclusion 
"that those under the ban must seek relief at the 
source of punishment. The racing authorities of 
Kentucky, and those of Maryland and New York as 
well, can be counted upon to follow this practice. 
It is already in vogue lietween Kentucky and New 
Y’ork, and I si>eak advisedly when I say when It 
will also exist between Maryland, New York and 
Kentucky. 1 can go still further and state that 
a^ 1ik«* relationship exists lietween the Canudiaii 
R;i<-iiig Asiociatious and our turf authorities al-

SA.N FRANCL'tt’O', Cal., .Nov. 16.— All the higli- 
class hori^s of the Australian turf are racing at 
the principal courses in the hi? spriiif? meetiiiffs 
now on, according to passengers arriving here 
from Sydney on Pacific liners. The attendance 
has lieen of record brekiiig proportions, with tin* 
crowd at Raudwick. tlie mumoutli Svduev plant 
€!stimated at 75.000 on the day the Australian 
Jockey Club Derb.v was run. 'Phe turnover in the 
totalizator on Derby Day was 10.5..S37 pounds ster- 
ling. as against 104,812 pounds, the previous mark 
for any one day-. In addition to the heavv- speculation 
in IJie niticliines, liuiidreds of bookmakers did 11 
laud-office business. The word comes tliat Svdnev 
is literally "race mad.” 

^ The sturdy- fiber of thoroughbreds "down under” 
IS shown by the performance of topsawyers in 
tlie older division and among the three -year -olds. 
In tlie early part of October, which corresiionds 
to our April, a three-year-old called Salitros won 
the Austruliun Jockey Club Dirby at the ngii- 
lation Derby distance, a mile and a half, carrying 
1— iiounds, ill 2:32, which is record time for that 
race. From tlie win of .Salitros it is easy to s.s. 
the Australian tniiners arc past masters in gettin- 
horses keyed up for important events early in tlio 
season. All of the races are run on tlie turf, and 
that doesn’t help any in making fast time. 

Another s)iarkling isTformance on Derby Dav 
was that of the six-year-old Greenstcud, wliieli lu'ii 
a mile in the Australian record time of 1:37, witli 
the burden of 132 pounds on lits hack. Poitrel and 
Kennaqnliair. the best long-distance iHTformers in 
the southern hemisphere, ran a dead bent at a mile 
and a half Derby Day, each carrying tlie steadying 
package of 1-32 iiouiids. I’liey covered the trying 
nmte in 2:33, a second slower tlian the time made 
l».v tie three-year-old. Large fields started in all 
of the races, witli tlie exeeptitm of the I’oitrel- 
Keuiiu(|uluiir <*oiitest, in wliicli Kevpn went to tlie 
post^ balitros was piu-ciiused by his present owner 
for oOO guineas as a two-year-old, while Greeustead 
was a bai-g.-iiii yearling, being lionght for )(8) 
guineas. Buyers shied at Salitros as a yeariing 
and he was iiassed in at 150 guineas. 

Greeustead is hy tlie Flying Fox lior.se 'I’he 
Welkin, dam ’riiniiig Fork, by Harmonist— Attrac- 
tion. The Welkin has tieen a successful sire for 
some time, the best of his progeny being Gloaming. 
Greeustead did not show much as a tw-o-year-old or 
threc-year-old, but is now looked uiion *as one of 
the fastest horses in .Australia. His sec-ond dam. 
Attraction, was by Pilgrim’s Progress, an Isonomy 
horse. He has a double cross of sterling on the 
side of his dam and descendants of Sterling are 
not noted for coming to hand early. 

Salitros, the Derby winner, is on the small side, 
being only 13.2. His sire, Umeligbt, by the 
Amphion liorse Rally, dam tlie Ayrshire mare Um- 
brosa, had not been heard from often as a stallion 
up to the time of the Derby. I.ally was a high- 
class racer in England and was sold to Italy for the 
substantial sum of 6,700 guineas. The Ayrshire 
blood in Salitros appeaLs strongly to Australians, 
that strain Iieing as iiopular south of the equator 
as in the United States. Ayrshire lias been well 
represented in Australia by Traqualr, Featlierstitcli, 
Ayr Laddie and other successful sires. The dam 
of the Derby winner Suffer is by the Wisdom horse 
Rightawa.v, dam the Amphion mare S.Tlt Tears. 
She is strongly Inbred to the noted Stockwell.

“LAND OF BEAUTIFUL WATER” 



Wonders of Lake Chelan in North Washington 
Justify the Indian Name — A 
Recreation Paradise. 



A lake fifty mile.s long, combining all of the 
woiider.s of the wildest fiord of Norway with tliose 
of the must beautiful mountain lake of Switzer- 
land — -that is Lake- Chelan in Washington, says a 
descriptive pnlilicatiun just issued by the Forest 
Service. United States Department of Agriculture. 
Suow-cnppeil mountains, sky-blue water, towering 
cliffs and flowered parks all eonibine to jnstif.v 
the Indian name, whieli means “The Land of 
Beautiful Water.” 

No more diversifieil or attractive recreation re- 
gion can 1 m* found in tlie United States, it is said. 
Bold and rugged mountains challenge the most ex- 
l>erien.-e<l eiiiubors. Inniimeruble camp grounds are 
availnlile for tlie tourist. There is splendid fish- 
ing for tlie nngler, and trails lead up tlie numerous 
creeks, most of wliieli are broken liy eascades. to 
the liigli back country. More tlian sixty glaciers, 
varying in size from nn acre to one which is six 
miles across, are features of tlie region, and there 
is a canyon deeper tliau the Grand Canyon of the 
Colorado. 

Tlie Like Clielan region lies in the north central 
part of the state of Washington and is included 
within the Clielun National Forest. The surface of 
the lake is nearly 1,100 feet above the sea, but 
tin* deepest sounding shows that • the bottom of 
the lake readies to 340 feet lielow sea level. 

■rho nearest railroad point is Chelan Station, 
which is about five miles from the lake. There 
is a daily automobile .serviee to the lake from 
Weii.-itcliee. Wasli.. while from tlie west side of 
tlie Cascade range tlie lake may be reached by 
auti*mobile over the Sunset Highway and Blewett 
Pa ss. 

There are ahont twenty-five lakes in tlie Chelan 
basin, of whicli a number are of pi'culiar interest, 
oeciipying old glacial cirques, whose sides are of 
siilid riu’k rising precipitously from tlie water’s 
edge. The wliole region is ideally adapted for liiint- 
ing. camping and fishing. Game is plentiful and 
most of. tlie lakes have )M.*eu stocked with trout. 



Most of the travel in tlie region is by foot or 
horseback over trails constructed by the forest 
service. A number of trips can be made into (K>un- 
try wliic’a is full of scenic interest. Horses and 
pack animals may be obtained at Chelan, Lucerne 
or Stehekin, while boats may be hired at tlie prin- 
cipal points along the lake. 

Good hotels provide comfortable accommodations 
at very reasonable rates. There are also govern- 
ment-owned tree public camping grounds and Suin- 
iiier home sites wliicli can be ulitiiined under a 
long-time lease. In other places provision is made 
for renting “ient frame” privileges from the gov- 
eninient. 

The forest service believes the Like Clielan region 
slKUild lie better known and more, widely used by 
tlie public, and It is carrying mi ii sclienie of Uevel- 
opinent designed to render goveriiinent lands partic- 
ularly attractive ta toiirist.s. Tlierc are no eliarges 
for camping cn tlie n:itional forests. The only re- 
strictions placeil on tourists are that tliey do not 
allow ferest fires to start and that they keep their 
camps clean atid sanitary. 

The new pnniplilot, whieh is entitled "Laud of 
Beautiful Waters.” eontnins miieli information as 
to how points of interest may be best readied, the 
principal liolels, the location of public cain]>ing 
grounds and liow to olitaiii iK.*rmits for oonsiriicting 
summer licmes or permanent camps. A large map 
aceonipaiiies the piililieation, showing tlie principal 
trails, siiininor-liome sites, location of hotels, 
(-.•uniis. liigiiways, etc. ('oiiies of tliis hiilletin may 
lie liad l*.v addressing a request to tlie District For- 
ester, Forest Serviee, PortliMid. Ore.

Fully a thousand moose and a large number of 
eiifihou liave been found on Island Koyale. oppo- 
site Keweenaw Point in I..ake Superior, according 
to Cliief David It. Jones, of the Miehigan state 
gunic deiiartment, who re«-cntly eompleteU a. thr**e 
weeks’ survey of wild life on tlie island. “Wo 
found plenty of eviilenec timt moose tire increns- 
iiig rapidly, and that tlie caribou, while fewer in 
number, are also increasing noticeably. Smaller 
game also is found on the island in good quantities. 
Small bays au*l inlets ulHiiit the island abound 
with tvliitefisli. lake trout and other fish. The 
island is fifty miles long and about eight miles 
wide.
